COVERS WIDE FIELD 


Sam uel Leask, Jr., Southland 
OPA chief, said the regulation is 
in accordance w ith the president’s 
order to stabilize prices affecting 
the cost of living. It covers all 
ow ners or operators of restaur­ 
ants, hotels, cafes, dining cars, 
delicatessens, 
s o d a 
fountains, 
boarding houses, and all other 
eating or drinking places. 
Ten classes of m eals covered 
are listed as follows: Breakfast, 
lunch, tea, dinner and supper for 
week-days, and the sam e five on 
Sundays. AH food item s sold sep 
arately also are included under 
price ceilings. 
Meals m ust continue to be of­ 
fered a t different prices repre­ 
sentatives of the range o f prices 
offered during the base period. 
Further, an operator o r ow ner of 
an eating place is required to 
continue 
offering 
at 
least as 
many different m eals a t or be­ 
low the lowest price charged for 
meals of the sam e class on a 
stipulated day, 
selected 
during 
a 7-day base period by th e owner. 


CITE EXAMPLE 


For exam ple, if Friday, April 
9, 1943, is selected to determ ine 
the lowest price and num ber of 
w eek-day m eals offered a t that 
price, and on th at day six week­ 
day dinners w ere listed—two at 
85 cents, one each at 90 cents, 
$1.00, $1.10 and $1.15— at least 
two w eek-day dinners a t 85 cents 
m ust be continued. 
The regulation also provides 
that deterioration of quality or 
the reduction of q u an tity must

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It Was Inevitable 


Recently a prom inent Los Angeles real estate analyst visited 
in Palm Springs, and while here made the statem ent that Southern 
California real estate prices had advanced 25 percent since the war 
started and that the rise continues. H e was astounded that real 
estate prices had increased so very little in Palm Springs, in many 
cases not at all. 


It was inevitable that land values should increase. W hen every­ 
thing else goes up in price, the land, which is the basis of all 
wealth, automatically increases in value. Real estate is just be­ 
ginning to feel this upswing. In the final analysis, the price advance 
has been only an imaginary increase, for in most cases the present 
price of a piece of real estate will not buy as much of o th er things 
as the old price did. In short, w hether w e want to believe it or not, 
we have inflation right now. W e have heard it said th at we now 
have a 50-cent dollar. T hat may be exaggeration, but if the dollar of 
today should buy only three-fourths as m uch as it did in 1941, a piece 
of real estate w orth <(7500 then should bring <(10,000 now , and if 
it sells for less the seller is taking a loss. 


However, there have been few such real estate price increases 
in Palm Springs. It would be impossible to replace buildings today at 
the prices for which they have been sold recently. T he history of real 
estate transactions is repeating . . . it is the last to go up in price . . . 
and just as surely will be the last to come down. 


Southern California has added more th an a million new residents, 
not counting the military forces, in the past year and a half. These 
new people cannot find a sufficient num ber of desirable homes. M any 
of them are living in shacks, auto camps, or trailers; anything that 
will give them a roof over their heads. T hey w ant to remain in 
Southern California and they w ant real homes. T hey are making 
more money than they have ever made before, and if they can’t buy 
homes now they will build as soon as m aterials are available. 


T hen watch th e prices of real estate and building materials go 
up. It happened after the last war, and will surely happen again. It s 
simply an example of the old law of supply and dem and. Hom es 
are deteriorating, some are being destroyed by fire and are not 
being replaced. A dd this dem and to that of the million or more new 
residents and the millions m ore who have had a chance to get 
acquainted with Southern California during the w ar and will w ant 
to come here to stay after the war, and you have the reason for the 
coming real estate boom. Even if we don’t like that word, it’s going 
to be one of the most prom inent words throughout the next decade. 


Palm Springs will be no different than the rest of Southern 
California in this respect, but only the dem and will be m uch greater 
and the supply less here than elsewhere. A ll we have is that little 
strip between the mountains and the Indian reservation, from C hino 
Canyon to T ahquitz Desert Estates or A raby, and the arm y has taken 
a considerable large portion of that for the hospital and the ferrying 
command base. So w hat little available real estate there is to be had 
and it is a very small am ount compared w ith the present and future 
demand— will soon be bought up by investors and home seekers. 


There is only one Palm Springs. A ttem pts have been made to 
duplicate it elsewhere, but w ithout success. T he reason is obvious, 
for nowhere else have men been able to find such an area bathed in 
morning sunshine and protected by high m ountains from the cold 
winds of the coast, having an abundance o f pure m ountain water. . . 
or so easily accessible from the thickly-populated coastal m etro­ 
politan area teem ing with people who are looking for a quiet, rest­ 
ful spot.

Vital Role Played 


By Pigeons in War 


Is Shown in Films 


Among 
the 
motion 
picture 
films being exhibited by Profes­ 
sor and Mrs. T. D. A. Cockerell \ 
at the Desert Museum, is one re ­ 
cently acquired from the British 
bureau of inform ation in New 
York. The film, m ade in Eng­ 
land, is entitled “W inged Mes­ 
sengers," and deals w ith the im ­ 
portant role being played in the 
present w ar by carrier pigeons. 
At the beginning of lend-lease 
acitvity, England requested 3000 
carrier pigeons from America, to 
be used largely in conjunction 
with the R.A.F. Since then, the 
United States arm y has also in ­ 
augurated an extensive pigeon- 
training program, and the birds 
are being used at m ilitary estab­ 
lishm ents in m any parts of th e 
country including Cam p Young. 


NOW CARRY MORE 


Supplem enting the traditional 
message-carrying abilities of the 
pigeons, m odem science has pro­ 
vided a m eans by w hich infor­ 
mation and intelligence of types 
hitherto far too bulky to be borne 
by the birds may now be carried 
with ease. This is accom plished 
by the use of microfilm — the 
same ingenious device which p er­ 
mits full letters to be reduced to 
the size of a postage stam p and 
sent overseas. 
The tiny, precious bit of film 
is slipped into the capsule a t­ 
tached to the pigeon’s leg and is 
sent on its way, virtually safe 
f r o m 
interceptioii 
by 
enemy 
planes and guns. 


ISSUE WARNING 


A word of caution is voiced by 
Professor and Mrs. Cockerell in 
this regard—w ith the increase in 
the num ber of pigeons, there 
have been instances in which the 
birds have been shot by hunters, 
or even by soldiers engaged in 
idle rifle practice. 
G reat 
care 
must be taken in order th at these 
“winged w arriors” be protected. 
A nother film proving of great 
interest to the public 
is 
th at 
which relates to the local date 
industry, and shows th e steps by 
which dates are produced, from 
the first pollination of the trees, 
to the final luscious fru it ready 
for the consumer. 
The film in 
color, was taken by A1 Taylor, 
well known Palm Springs photo­ 
grapher.

two girls on the telephone to 
handle the calls and an officer 
in the outer office, calling air 
raid wardens to their posts. 
At the fire station, Chief Bill 
Leonesio started rounding up a 
crew for the control tower and 
although 
handicapped 
by 
the 
non-appearance of several trained 
volunteers, had it in operation 
shortly after .being notified of 
the alert. Many enlisted men, 
some out-of-town air raid ward­ 
ens. here on vacations, and a doc­ 
tor from out-of-town, volunteered 
to help and were pressed into 
service giving the fire chief suf­ 
ficient men to man the control 
room. 
STREETS CLEARED 


Autoists stopped where they 
were when the warning sounded 
but Chief of Police Sanard press­ 
ed several military police into 
duty and they succeeded in clear­ 
ing the center of the streets of 
these parked cars. 
In several houses and stores, 
lights had been left burning be­ 
hind locked doors and it was 
some time before these could be 
turned off. In one home, Director 
Gibbs reported, 40 lights were on. 


DISCUSS MISTAKES 


Director Gibbs called a meeting 
of the defense council and city of­ 
ficials Tuesday afternoon at the 
fire station to discuss faults in the 
local defense system which came 
to light during the blackout.

Mr. Bailey suggested that a 
crew be trained at once to handle 
the control room with its 12 tele­ 
hones and that the air raid w ar­ 
den crew be reorganized so that 
each post will be fully manned ¡ 
during the summer months. 
Since the siren at the air base is 
used for emergencies there, Vil­ 
lagers were asked to ignore it as 
an air raid siren. The three city 
sirens now installed, plus any 
that may be added, and the hos­ 
pital siren will sound air raid 
warnings hereafter. 
ALL SYNCHRONIZED 
From a central switch at the 
police station, all air raid sirens 
will be synchronized to sound 
their warnings at the same time. 
At Tuesday’s meeting mistakes 
of Sunday night’s blackout were 
fully discussed and steps to pre­ 
vent similar confusion in future 
blackouts taken.
